1. That in violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Section 3- 
01/050.10, Performance to Standards, on or about June 26, 2008, 
you failed to properly perform your duties and/or failed to safely 
conform to the work standards established for your position and/or 
failed to take appropriate action, as evidenced by, but not limited to: 


a) failing to broadcast the initial incident involving an armed 
suspect, and/or; 


b) failing to request, in a timely manner, additional personnel to 


assist in the containment of the area and/or to search for an 
armed suspect, and/or; 
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с) proceeding ир the driveway to contact an armed suspect, 
thereby visually separating yourself from your partner and/or 
placing yourself at a tactical disadvantage, and/or; 


d) unnecessarily compromising your own safety and that of your 
partner. 


Prior to imposing this disciplinary action, | have thoroughly reviewed the incident and your 
record with this Department.

standards established for his position and/or failed to take appropriate 
action during the incident as evidenced by, but not limited to: 


a) failing to broadcast the initial incident involving an armed suspect; 
and/or, 


b) failing to request, in a timely manner, additional personnel to assist 
in the containment of the area and/or to search for an armed 
suspect; and/or, 


с) proceeding up the driveway to contact an armed suspect; thereby, 
visually separating himself from his partner and/or placing himself at 
a tactical disadvantage; and/or, 


d) unnecessarily comprising his own safety and that of his partner. 


The Committee recommended that Deputy HEE receive a 


Suspension with loss of pay and benefits for 10 days.

Opening Statement 
On Thursday, June 26, 2008, LAB investigators Sergeant Trent Denison, Sergeant David Flores 


and Lieutenant Alicia Ault responded to a command post erected by Compton Station personnel 
regarding a Deputy Involved Hit Shooting. Investigators learned from Homicide detectives that 
Compton Station Deputy {J was involved in a shooting and the suspect was deceased. 
Sergeant Trent Denison was assigned the administrative and force review investigation. 


Synopsis 

On June 26, 2008 at approximately 1755 hours, deputies Е: И 
—< driving south on Wadsworth Avenue near 150" Street when 
they noticed Suspect Bryan Moore walking south on the east sidewalk of Wadsworth Avenue. 
Both deputies noticed Suspect Moore walking with an abnormal gait and holding his waistband 
area, which gave them the impression he was concealing a firearm. When they drove to within 
fifteen feet of Suspect Moore to investigate if he was armed, Suspect Moore noticed them and 
immediately ran several feet toward a fence of a residence. As Suspect Moore approached the 
fence, both deputies noticed he withdrew a black color pistol from his waistband area and held it 
in his right hand as he scaled the chain link fence, which was covered in ivy. Both deputies lost 
sight of Suspect Moore after he went over the fence. 


Deputy exited the radio car and walked along the sidewalk on 150" Street, in front of 
the house Suspect Moore had jumped into the front yard of. РКИ drove the radio car 
to the corner of Wadsworth Avenue and 150" Street and stopped to form a two person 
containment of the area. Deputy HB walkea и the corner on 150" Street and 
then heard and saw Suspect Moore scale the chain link fence that delineated the two properties. 


Deputy proceeded up the driveway ст 50" Street, toward Suspect Moore as Moore 
jumped onto the same driveway, landing approximately 15 feet in front of Deputy IE 
Suspect Moore started to turn toward Deputy ies Deputy оса orders for him to 
stop. Deputy о: сса Suspect Moore still had his hands at his waistband area and Moore’s 
right arm moved in a “blading” motion across his chest while his back was to Deputy| 

Deputy __ суса Suspect Moore was still armed and was moving to a position to shoot 
him. Because Deputy feared Suspect Moore was going to shoot him, he fired three times 
at Suspect Moore. Suspect Moore fell to the ground and was apprehended. Suspect Moore 
received three gunshot wounds and was taken to the hospital were he was pronounced dead. 
Deputy [i was not injured. 
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ТАВ Lieutenant Ault checked to see that the Compton Station Watch Commander took 
reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident 
among themselves or with uninvelved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators. The Watch Commander made sure the involved and witness personnel did not 
collectively consult with their attorney or representative and JAB Lieutenant Ault checked to see 
if the Watch Commander had involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a 
supervisor until they had provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


Homicide investigators conducted a search for Suspect Moore’s weapon, utilizing deputy 
personnel and a article search dog however, they were unable to locate the suspect’s weapon. 


Homicide detectives conducted a shooting investigation as documented in the Homicide 
Investigation Book [Exhibit A]. 


On August 6, 2008, Undersheriff Waldie ordered Intemal Affairs Bureau to conduct a 
Administrative Investigation for Performance to Standards with Deputy es a subject, in 
relation to his actions during this incident. (ТУ 2226969) 


On March 30, 2009, the District Attorney’s office issued a Letter of Opinion regarding this 
incident [Exhibit B].

Several people were located and identified by Homicide investigators and were interviewed as 
potential witnesses. Conflicting statements were obtained from one person, 

who claimed to have witnessed the incident. For more information, see the Homicide 
supplemental reports on pages 24, 28, 31, 37, & 41 - 44 found in the Homicide Investigation 
Book [Exhibit A]. 


Injuries 
Suspect Moore died as a result of his gunshot wounds. For more information, see the Autopsy 
Report found on page 58 of the Homicide Investigation Book [Exhibit А] 


No other persons were injured. 


Physical Evidence 
Three expended 9mm shell casings were located by Homicide investigators and collected by 


Scientific Services personnel as noted on their reports found on pages 45 - 57 in the Homicide 
Investigation Book [Exhibit A]. 


Investigators Observations 
ТАВ investigators were given a walk through of the crime scene by Homicide detectives. 
Investigators noticed a marked Sheriff's radio car parked at an angle near the driveway of 

150" Street (location of shooting). Investigators also noticed two expended shell casings in 
the driveway of the location and one expended shell casing near a planter at the northwest corner 
of the house and medical debris near a small blood stain on the driveway were it was reported 
Suspect Moore had been shot. 


IAB investigators noticed the chain link fence Suspect Moore was reported to have first climbed 
was approximately four foot tall and covered with ivy and the six foot tall chain link fence 
Suspect Moore climbed over at the time of the shooting had wood privacy slats and ivy on part of 
it. There was a large amount of plant overgrowth around the driveway and yards of the two 
residences involved in this incident. There was a block wall on the north side of the driveway 
and small garage оѓ | [ЕШ Street. 


IAB investigators noticed a four foot tall chainlink fence with privacy slats was partially open 
and located in the driveway of БЫ 150" Street. The fence crossed the driveway and separated 
one portion of the driveway from another portion just in front of a garage. This area of the 
driveway was covered by a tarp carport and the residence was on the east side of the driveway. 
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Investigators were told by Homicide detectives that Suspect Moore jumped down onto the 
driveway on the north side of this fence at the time of the shooting.

On September 17, 2009 Беру ш; interviewed аз a Subject by IAB investigators, 
regarding this incident. 


Deputy [said that he and his partner, Deputy Е driving south on Wadsworth 
Avenue, north of 150" Street when they saw Suspect Moore. He said Moore was walking with 
an abnormal gait which gave them the impression he was armed. Deputy B-24 they drove 
to within 20 feet of Suspect Moore when Moore noticed them and immediately ran toward a 
fence to a residence. He said he noticed as Suspect Moore scaled the fence, that Moore was 
holding a black color semi automatic pistol in his right hand. Deputy said he told Deputy 

һе suspect was armed and ШЕШ: һе saw the gun too. Deputy said he was 
getting out of the patrol car to detain Suspect Moore as Moore jumped over the fence and into the 
yard of a residence. 


Deputy ШШ: he walked along the north side of 150% Street to parallel the suspect and 
Deputy 20 the radio car at the comer of 150" Street and Wadsworth Avenue to form 


a two person containment. Deputy [seid he walked [Mb the comer and heard 
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the sound of dogs barking in the rear yard of the residences and believed they may have been 
barking at the suspect. Dep All he walked up the driveway of] 150" Street toward 
the sound of the barking dogs and as he did so, he lost sight of his partner because of an iv 
covered fence that ran along the driveway. He added that he did not inform Denu oe 
he was going to walk up the driveway toward the barking dogs. Deputy {said he was part 
way up the driveway when he noticed Suspect Moore jump over the ivy covered fence that 
delineated the comer house from the driveway he stood in А 50" Street. He added that 
Suspect Moore landed on the driveway approximately 10 feet in front of him and on the north 
side of а closed four foot fence that crossed the driveway. He added there was no available 
cover. 


Deputy aid he yelled for Suspect Moore to show his hands as Moore landed in the 
driveway, crouched down and facing away from Deputy M Deputy M said Suspect 
Moore ignored his commands and he noticed Moore’s right апп moving to the side in what he 
described as a “blading” motion as Moore turned to look at him. Deputy [said he believed 
Suspect Moore was still armed and was turning to shoot him. He said he feared for his life so he 
fired once at center mass on Suspect Moore then re assessed. He said he believed his shot 
missed Suspect Moore because Moore continued to bring his arm around in his direction. He 
said he fired two more rapid shots at Suspect Moore and Suspect Moore fell to the ground. 
Deputy аа that he saw Suspect Moore moving his right arm and slightly turning his 
torso to the right but he could not tell if Suspect Moore had a weapon in his hand at the time.

Sergeant Denison and Sergeant Flores present. Homicide’s summary of this interview is an 
accurate account of what was said and may be found on page 32 of the Homicide Investigation 
Book [Exhibit A]. For more information and exact wording, see Deputy echea 
interview transcription. 


Deputy Roc he noticed Suspect Moore walking on Wadsworth Avenue and holding his 
front waistband area as if he may be concealing a weapon. He said he noticed Suspect Moore 
holding a black color semi automatic pistol in his hand at the time Suspect Moore scaled a chain 
link fence and before he lost sight of Suspect Moore. Deputy fia he drove the radio car 
to the corner of Wadsworth Avenue and 150" Street to set up a two man containment

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office has 
completed its review of the June 26, 2008, fatal shooting of Bryan Davidlee Moore by 

Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputy It is our conclusion that the Deputy 

acted in lawful self-defense. 

The following analysis is based on reports submitted to our office on October 21, 2008 and 
December 23, 2008, by Detectives Frank Salerno and Louis Aguilera of the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Department (LASD), Detective Division — Homicide Bureau. The District Attorney’s 
Command Center was notified of this shooting on June 26, 2008 at approximately 7:35 p.m. The 
District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Attorney Amy Pellman Pentz 
and District Attorney Senior —i en and were given a briefing 
and walk-through of the scene by Lieutenant David Coleman. No departmentally compelled 
statements were considered in this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On June 26, 2008, at approximately 5:55 p.m., Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Deputies B

On June 29, 2008, at 8 a.m., Deputy Medical Examiner Ajay J. Panchal, M.D., performed an 
autopsy on Moore. Moore was struck by gunfire three times. Moore sustained one gunshot 
wound which entered his left lower back area. This gunshot wound was fatal. The second 
gunshot wound entered Moore’s left buttock. The third penetrating wound entered Moore’s right 
buttock. The direction of travel of the projectile was right to left, back to front, and downward. 
This penetrating wound was also fatal. The first and third wounds are consistent with being shot 
when Moore was bent over. The coroner found no soot or stippling on any wound and was 
unable to determine the range of fire. The coroner ascribed the cause of death as a gunshot 
wound to the back.” 


CONCLUSION 


According to the law in California, a person acted in lawful self-defense or defense of another if 
(1) he reasonably believed that he or someone else was in imminent danger of being killed or 
suffering great bodily injury and (2) he reasonably believed that the immediate use of deadly 
force was necessary to defend against that danger. CALCRIM 505. If the person’s beliefs were 
reasonable, the danger does not need to have actually existed. CALCRIM 3470. 


Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self-defense. If one is 
confronted by the appearance of danger which one believes, and a reasonable person in the same 
position would believe, would result in death or great bodily injury, one may act upon those 
circumstances. The right of self-defense is the same whether the danger is real or merely 
apparent. People у. Toledo (1948) 85 Cal.App.2d 577. 

> 
The “reasonableness” of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than the 20/20 vision ofhindsight... The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police officers are often forced to make 
split-second judgments-—in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving---aboui 
the amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation. Graham у. Conner (1989) 490 
U.S. 386, 396-397. 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Deputies [fend | Ж Moore 
walking as if he was armed. The deputies attempted to contact Moore, who, according to the 
deputies, produced a handgun and ran away. After jumping over a fence and landing in 
ched down, hid his hands from Deputy land refus 
f 1 i fo turn tow e deputy, Deputy ring tha 
had a pun, fired three rounds at Moore, striking Moore in his buttocks and lower back.

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We conclude thet Deputy A placed in reasonable fear of imminent danger of death or 
great bodily injury by Moore’s actions and acted lawfully in self-defense when he used deadly 
force against Moore. We are therefore closing our file and will take no further action in this 
matter.
